Infectious Disease. 


Ten cases of Measles were notified during the 
year but no complications were reported, Immunisation 
against infectious disease is becoming more and more 
effective, so that the incidence remains low but, unfort— 
unately, the Measles vaccine is not yet available for 
general use. 


Housing. 


Generally throughout the district the housing 
position is fairly satisfactory, The biggest problem is 
at Newport, where houses and bungalows are, at present, 
being built, Some of the older houses in the district 
are being modernised, which creates a demand for 
improved drainage arrangements, Sewage disposal schemes 
are being prepared where this has been found necessary on 
public health grounds, 


I should like to take this opportunity of 
thanking the members of the Council and its Officers for 
their continued courtesy and co-operation and to include 
in this my thanks to my clerk for all her help.

The general death rate again shows a decrease, 
although it is still higher than the county and national 
yates. There is an increase in the number of deaths due 
to malignant disease this year and of the total 2h, 5 
persons died from cancer of the lung, 4. men and 1 woman, 

The woman is knowin to have been a non-smoker, but at least 
one of the men was a heavy cigarette smoker. Heart disease 
accounted for 35 (approximately 29%) of the total 120 deaths, 


Approximately 35.8% of the total deaths occurred 


in persons aged between 70 and 80 years and 25.8% in persons 
aged 80 years and over,

TUBERCULOSIS. 


There were, again, no deaths from Tuberculosis 
during the year, but two new cases, one male and one female, 
both in the 45 = 60 years age group, were notified to us. 
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Prevention of Tuberculosis, 


B.C.G, Vaccination: B.C.G. vaccination of contacts and 
school-children aged 13 years and over, continues to be 
carried out in the district. During 1966, two contacts 
were skin tested and vaccinated and 79 school-children 
were skin tested and vaccinated. Dr, D.Llewelyn Davies 
the Chest Physician, also vaccinates contacts at the 
Chest Clinic, 


Mass Radiography. 


The Mobile Unit of the Mass Radiography Service
